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It's Time Now 


It’s almost half-way to next year, 
and since next year is going to 
give us something to think about, it 


would be a good idea to start 
thinking about it now. 

There’s going to have to be cur- 
tailment everywhere, and _ that 
means in government, too. Un- 
fortunately, the federal govern- 
ment, has for years been spending 
recklessly, without thinking a great 
deal of the future, and for that 
reason we're not in too good a 
position to take care of the exces- 
sive war costs. Nor has any ten- 
dency been shown in Washington 
to cut expenditures; the President 
has urged us to cut everything 
else, but the practice of economy 
with the President does not start 
at home. The result has been that 


not only has the war effort reeked 
with needless extravagance, but 
the wasteful expenditures of the 
domestic administration continue. 

There are two things to do: get 
in touch with our Congressmen and 
Senetors, and tell them that we’re 
really serious about winning the 
war, that we'll tighten our belts to 
the limit, but that we’d feel much 
better about it if Washington 
tightened its belt too. The other is 
up to our local officials, for we 
must curtail expenditures here at 
home, too, especially since we're 
faced with decreased revenue from 
gasoline tax, etc. It’s hard, just be- 
fore town meeting, to make any 
sizeable changes in budgets; there- 
fore it would be best for the boards 
now to start watching their figures 
very closely, with a view to elim- 
inating everything that is not ab- 
solutely necessary.

Chestnut street, an Upper Middler 
at Phillips, was given the George 
Webster Otis scholarship for his 
Senior year, an award made annual- 
ly to under-classmen on the basis of 
character and leadership. 

The Society of Inquiry scholar- 
ships, raised annually by a drive 
among the undergraduates, were 
given this year to Carleton S. Coon 
of Wakefield and Herbert H. Upton, 
Jr., of Ann Arbor, Mich. 

Today’s class day program will 
begin at 3:00 in George Washington 
Hall, and will be held according to 
the following schedule: 3:00, elass 
day exercises; 6:30, class reunion 
dinners for every 5-year class from 
1872, at the North Andover Country 
Club; 7:30, step singing at Samuel 
Phillips Hall; 9:00, movies at 
George Washington Hall. 

The president of Yale college and 
the director of the British Informa- 
tion Services in this country will 
be the principal speakers at to- 
morrow’s exercises. President 
Charles Seymour will speak at the 
exercises of the Cum Laude society 
in the morning at 10:30 in Cochran 
chapel, which will be followed by 
the awards of prizes, scholarships 
and diplomas to the members of 
the graduating class. 

A tadies’ luncheon will be held 
at the Commons at 12:30, to be 
followed by the annual alumni 
luncheon, at which Sir Gerald 
Campbell, the British Information 
Service director, will be the fea- 
tured speaker. Sir Gerald, before 
accepting his present post, was a 
British consul in various parts of 
the United States, and is regarded 
as one of the most successful Eng- 
lish liaison men in our times. 

Following his address, the an- 
nual alumni-Academy baseball 
game will be held at 3:00 at Broth- 
ers Field. 

Commencement week began Sun- 
day afternoon, with the baccalaure- 
ate sermon delivered in Cochran 
chapel by Dr. Claude M. Fuess. In 
a forceful address on the prospects 
of the members of this year’s class 
during the war, and the philosophy 
they should adopt in the years fol- 
lowing, Dr. Fuess declared _ that 
“Wyerything that you have been 


taught to love and cherish is at 
stake. Indeed all your plans for the 
future, all your dreams of enduring 
peace and happiness, depend on a 
victory of the United Nations... . 
Even though you would prefer to 
stay at home, like Ferdinand the 
Bull, sniffing the sweet-scented 
flowers, the government will force 
you into the area. Fortunately for 
the world and for posterity, there 
can be few among the group of 


‘typical American young men in 


this chapel who will not be eager 
to answer the call.” 


Mentioning a childhood hymn be- 
ginning “Who Is on the Lord’s 
Side? Who will serve the King?”, 
Dr. Fuess continued, “The people 
who are on the Lord’s side are 


- those who are endeavoring to im- 


prove their communities, who are 
deliberately trying to live in ac- 
cordance with the Golden Rule and 
the Sermon on the Mount. These 
are the high-minded leaders on 
whom we must count for whatever 
advancement humanity is able to 
achieve.” 


Most of the graduates, he con- 
tinued, had lived through most un- 
favorable times. Born in the pros- 
perous days of Calvin Coolidge, 
they had spent much of their lives 
in a period of financial depression. 
Culture in that period was repre- 
sented by the “Lost Generation,” 
whose “shameless exhibitionism 
was marked by a decline in private 
and public morals, a falling-off in 
good taste, and a scorn for spiritual 
values.” 


Comparing such Americans with 
the “resourceful, audacious and un- 
afraid” representatives of earlier 
stages in this country’s history, Dr. 
Fuess said that undergraduates in 
the °30s were accepted as “flabby, 
irresponsible and sentimental.” 


Now, however, the situation has 
changed. “It took Pearl Harbor to 
bring out once more all the poten- 
tial strong and sturdy qualities of 
the American people. ... Now we 
are all aware that we must endure 
hardness. . Those leaders who 
had feared that we might have on 
our hands another Lost Generation 
have been agreeably disappointed.” 

In conclusion, said Dr. Fuess, 
“Bven though we may try our best 
to be on the Lord’s side, the Golden 
Age will not come in our time. Your 
dreams and mine can never be fully 
realized in an imperfect world, But 
at least we shall have done our part 
in the long _ progress towards 
Utopia.”
